tries under a special program set 
up March 1 by President Ken- 
nedy. 


The examination is basically of 


the multiple-choice variety. Sev- 
en sections arc designed to deter- 
mine the candidate's knowledge 
or aptitude in English, foreign 
language, U.S. history and insti- 
tutions, farming, health sciences 
and mechanical skills. 


Two other sections seek per- 


sonal information on the candi- 
date—family and education back- 
ground, hobbies, and leadership 
experience, such as school team 
captain, army platoon sergeant, 
club presidencies etc. 


Examination copies have been 


closely guarded but Dr. Nicholas 
Hobbs, director of personnel se- 
lection for the Peace Corps, said 
these are typical queslions: 


"A related pair of words or 


phrases is followed by five let- 
tered pairs of words or phrases. 
Select the lettered pair which best 
expresses a relationship similar 
to that expressed in the original 
pair. 


"Torch: Liberty — (A) Tray: 


Waiter (B) Scales: Justice (C) 
Candle: Poverty (D) Bars: Pun- 
ishment (E) Lever: Power."

to be learned from space.

Farm Labor 
Shortage 
Reported 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A late 


cotton crop has created a critical 
farm labor shortage in east Ar- 
kansas, but the Employment Se- 
curity Division is taking steps Co 
alleviate it, Director J. L. Bland 
said today. 


The ESD has hired eight tempo- 


rary labor recruiters, Bland said, 
and it has asked Washington to 
increase the state's quota for 
Mexican workers. 


"The ESD is doing everything 


it can to make sure we do not 
bring in any foreign workers who 
will knock an Arkansan out of a 
job," Bland said, "but estimates 
compiled from a recent labor sur- 
vey indicate we will need 13,100 
more workers than the domestic- 
market can supply." 


So far the government has al- 


lotted only 5 8 
(J5 Mexicans for cot- 


ton chopping in Arkansas less 
than half thc number needed to 
fill, the estimated shortage Bland 
said. 


Arkansas used 12,895 Mexicans 


last year. 


Bland said the survey indicated 


a shortage of 7,050 workers in the 
Blythcville - Forrest City - West 
Memphis area where 3,443 of the 
quota of Mexicans have been as- 
signed.

recent years—isn't really a bad 
thing after all, but is inevitable 
in any economy that is growing, 
however slowly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Presi- 


dent Kennedy — while walking a 
cautious military path — acknow- 
ledged in his talk to Congress, 
the need for a bold dash down 
the social and economic road 
around the world. 


But.he still has to show by per- 


formance how far and how fast 
he intends to go. 


His caution on the military side 


shows up in instances such as 
these: When Vice President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson returned from 
Southeast Asia he said, in Ken- 
nedy's name, he had promised 
the backward nations there this 
country would make "any sacri- 
fices" in the fight against com- 
munism. 


But—he said there are no plans 


to send U.S. troops. 


Kennedy could have sent troops 


into'Laos to try-to stop the Com- 
munist push there, but he didn't. 
If he had, the Red Chinese un- 
doubtedly would have moved in, 
thus creating another Korea. 


American-backed 
South 
Viet 


Nam is plagued by Communist 
guerrillas. The United States will 
help the Vietnamese with military 
supplies and training and with 
economic aid. But thare has been 
no 
public promise 
American 


troops will be sent in. 


In short: 
Although Kennedy 


talked Thursday of increasing and 
streamlining . America's 
non-nu- 


clear" "fighting forces, 
he men- 


tioned no specific place where he 
intended using them. 


His whole talk was anti-Com- 


munist. It was also non-belliger- 
ent, which is perhaps a require- 
ment if his meeting with Premier 
Khrushchev in Vienna in June is 
to have any success. 


But Kennedy sounded more ac- 


tive, imaginative and determined 
when he spoke of filling 
the 


needs of the masses in the back- 
ward countries in order to make 
communism unnecessary or unat- 
tractive. 


There has been—so far as this 


writer knows—no concentrated ef- 
fort, as a policy, to compel the 
leaders of the backward nations 
receiving American help to make 
sure the masses receive the bene- 
fits. 


In a number of places receiv- 


ing such help there has been cor- 
ruption while the gap between 
the very rich and the very poor 
was intense and deep.
